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PREFACE. 



It is the glory of Protestantism that the Bible is the sole and 
paramount authority before which all the Churches in her commu- 
nion bow. It is a solid and blessed truth which the Church of Eng- 
land maintains, that " the cause of all error is ignorance of God's 
Word." How then we may best arrive at a clear and sound under- 
standing of that word, is a question of the last importance to the 
Minister who is called to expound and preach it; and, perhaps, not 
less so (at least as far as its essential truths are concerned) to the 
private hearer of that word, that he may know how to distinguish 
God's simple truth from the many human mixtures which, in con- 
sequence of the channel through which the stream passes, under 
the happiest circumstances, are inseparable from man's preaching. 
Convinced that Scripture is its own best interpreter, and daily 
feeling, in the course of my work as a Minister, the infinite loss I 
am at for want of that full and connected view of Scripture doctrine 
and practice which the system of reading with Parallel Passages 
alone can fully give, I have entered upon this Work, in connection 
with other Brethren in the Ministry, who either personally or by 
letter assist me in preparing this Work for the Press. Those, whether 
Ministers or private Christians, who, feeling the importance of this 
method of studying Scripture, have attempted to practice it by 
looking out for themselves the texts marked in our Bibles with mar- 
ginal references, must have found, that, whilst their labour has been 
amply repaid as regards the fresh light and interest thrown upon 
the Scriptures thus studied, the great expenditure of time makes

it Utterly impossible to do much in that way. Add to which, if there 
were sufficient leisure to follow it up, yet the effect of looking out 
text after text in detail, would be as inferior to that of having tlie 
whole mass brought before the eye at once, as the reading of the 
child, who must spell every word before he can put a sentence 
together, would be to the fluency of one that is master of his subject ; 
or as the meagre Divinity drawn by some men from a few wrested 
and ill-assorted texts is to the rich and glorious view of the Blessed 
Gospel, when beheld in its breadth, length, depth, ?ind height as we 
find it in the Epistle before us. 

We have commenced with the Epistle to the Ephesians, principally 
on account of its comprising in a small space so rich and full a 
display of the Gospel. It is my intention to continue the Work as 
long as it may please the Lord to give me opportunity and fife. If 
it is a Work of great labour,* it is a Work which I have found, as 
far as I have been permitted to carry it, of the greatest profit to 
myself (and, I believe, many of my coadjutors will bear the same 
testimony) I have ever been engaged in. May the Lord prosper 
it to the setting forth His own glory, by the rich discovery of 
Gospel truth ; may it be felt by His believing people the Heavenly 
harmonizer of their souls — ^the soother of their hearts, amid the 
din and confusion which may soon encompass them — may it lead 
those to love that word who are ignorant of its inestimable value; 
and those who do know its value, to find in its pages a depth yet 
deeper stiD than their eye hath already seen, or heart conceived.

o Therefore thus saith the Lord God, behold, I lay in Zion 
for a foundation, a stone, a tried stone, a precious corner 
[stone,] a sure foundation : he that believeth shall not 
make haste. Isaiah xxviii. 16. 1 Peter ii. 6. Rom. ix. 38. 
and X. 11. He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved. 
Mark xvi. 16. And he said to the woman. Thy faith hath 
saved thee; go in peace.

John. vi. 40. To him give all the prophets witness, that 
through his n^e whosoever believeth in him shall receive re- 
mission of «ins4 Acts X. 43. Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
andthoa shalt be saved. Acts. xvi. 31. Testifyiig both to 
the Jews, and also to the Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. Acts xx. 21. 
And when the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and 
glorified the word of the Lord : and as many as were or- 
dained to eternal life, believed.

If thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt he saved.

For 
unto you it is given in the behalf of Christ, not only to 
believe on him, but also to suffer for his sake. Philippians. 
i. 29. Buried with him in baptism, wherein also ye are 
risen with [him] through the faith of the operation of 
Ood, Coloss. ii. 12. Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of [our]] faith, Heb. xii. 2. To them that have 
obtained like precious faith with us through the righte- 
ousness of God and our Saviour Jesus Christ. 2 Pet. i. 1. 

4 By the deeds of the law there shall no flesh be justified 
in His sight. Where ps] boasting then ? It is excluded. 
By what law? Of works 1 ^ay, but by the law of faith. 
Therefore we conclude that a man is justified by faith 
without the deeds of the law. Rom. iii. 20, 27, 28. If 
Abram were justified by works he hath [whereof] to glo^- 
ry, but not before God. But to him that worketh not, but 
believeth on him that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness. Even as David also descri- 
beth the blessedness of the man, unto whom God imputeth 
righteousness witliout works. Rom. iv. 2, 5, 9. For 
[the children] being not yet born, neither having done 
any good or evil, that the purpose of God according to 
election, might stand, not of works but of Him that call- 
eth. So then it is not of him that willeth, nor of him 
that runneth, but of God that sheweth mercy. Rom.ix. 11, 
19. If by grace then [it is] no more of works. Rom. xi. 6. 
Knowing that a man is not justified by the works of the 
law, but by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we have be- 
lieved in Jesus Christ, that we might be justified by the 
faith of Christ, and not by the works of the law : for by the 
works of the law shall no flesh be justified. Galat. ii 16. 
Who hath saved us and called [us] with an holy callings 
not according to our works, but according to His own 
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* created in Christ Jesus 
ttnto good works. 



Not by works of rights 
eousneas which we have done, but according to his mercy 
he saved us. Titus iii. 5. God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world, to confound the wise ; and God hath 
chosen the weak things of the world, to confound the 
things which are mighty. That no flesh should glory iu 
his presence. 1 Cor. i. 27, 29.

▼ And they said unto them, We cannot do this thing, to give 
our sister to one that is uncircumcised\ for that [were] a 
reproach unto us.

^ And, behold a woman of Canaan came out of the same 
coasts, and cried unto him, saying. Have mercy on me, 
O Lord, thou [son] of David ! my daughf er is grievously 
vexed with a devil.

Christ as a 
Son over his own house ; whose house are we^ if we hold fast 
the confidence and the rejoicing of the hope firm unto 
the end. Hebr. iii. 6. 

o And Simon Peter answered and said, Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God. And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter ; and upon this rock 1 will build my church ; 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it. Matt. xvi. 
16, 18. For we are labourers together with God: ye are 
God's husbandry, [ye are] God*s building. According to 
the grace of God which is given unto me, as a wise master- 
bailder, I have laid the foundation, and another buildeth 
thereon. For other foundation can no man lay than that 
is laid, which is Jesus Christ. 1 Cor. iii. 9 — 11. And he 
gave some, apostles; and some prophets ; and some, evan- 
gelists ; and some, pastors and teachers ; For the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ, Ephes. iv, 11, 12. And the wall 
of the city had twelve foundations, aud in them the names 
of the twelve apostles of the Lamb. Rev. xxi. 14. The 
stone [which] the builders refused is become the head [stone] 
of the corner, Ps. cxviii. 22. 1 Pet. ii. 7- Thus saith the 
Lord God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a foundation a stone, 
a tried stone, a precious corner [stone"], a sure foundation :

Psalm xciii. 5. This [is] the law of the house ; Upon the 
top of the mountain, the whole limit thereof round about 
[shall be] most holy, Ezek. xliii. 12. If any man defile 
the temple of God, him shall God destroy ; for the temple 
of God is holy, which [temple] ye are. 1 Cor. iii. 1?. 

^ Then he answered ana spake unto me, saying. This [is] 
the word of the Lord unto Zerubbabel, saying. Not by 
might, nor by power, but hy my Spirit, saith the Lord 
of hosts. Who [art] thou, O great mountain? before 
Zerubbabel [thou shalt become] a plain : and he shall bring 
forth the head-stone [thereof with] shoutings, [crying^ 
Grace, grace, unto it. Zechariah. iv. 6, 7* Ye are the 
temple of the living God : as God hath said, / will dwell 
in them, and walk in [them;] and I will be their God, 
and they shall be my people.

What I know ye 
not that. your body is the temple of the Holy Ghost [which 
is] in you, which ye have of God, and ye are not your 
own ? 1 Cor. vi. 19. Ye also, as lively stones, are built 
up a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up 
spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God hy Jesus Christ. 1 
Peter, ii, 5. And he that keepeth his commandments 
dwelleth in him, and he in him. And hereby we know 
that He f^ideth in us by the Spirit which he hath given 
us. 1 John iii. 24. Hereby know we that we dwell in 
Him, and He in us, because he hath given us of his Spirit. 
1 John iv. 13. 

' But the Lord said unto him. Go thy way : for he is a 
chosen vessel unto me, to bear my name before the Gen- 
tiles, and kings, and the children of Israel ; For I will 
shew him how great things he must suffer for my name's 
sake. Acts ix. 15, 16. .^d now, behold, I %o bound in 
the spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things that 
shall befall me there : Save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, saying that bonds and afflictions abide me. 
Acts XX. 22, 23. Then the chief captain^ came near, and 
took him, and commanded [him] to be bound with two 
chains. Acts xxi. 33t But after two years, Porcius 
Festus came intoJPelix' room: and Felix, willing to shew 
the Jews a pleasure, left Paul bound. Acts xxiv. 27* And 
Paul said, I would to God that not only thou, but also all 
that hear me this day, were both almost, and altogether

such as I am, except these bonds. Acts xxvi. 29. And it 
came to pass, that after three days Paul called the chief 
of the Jews together ; and when they were come together, 
he said unto them, Men [and] brethren, though I have 
committed nothing against the people, or customs of our 
fathcrs, yet was I delivered j»yi*on^ from Jerusalem into 
the hands of the Romans. For this cause therefore have 
I called for you, to see [you,1 and to speak with [you :] 
because that for the hope of Israel I am bound with this 
chain. Acts xxviii. 17> 20. That I may open my mouth 
boldly, to make known the mystery of the Gospel. For 
which I am an ambassador in bonds, Ephes. vi. 19, 20. 
Withal praying also for us, that God would open unto us 
a door of utterance, to speak the mystery of Christ, for 
which I am also in bonds, Coloss. iv. 3. Be not thou 
therefore ashamed of the testimony of our Lord, nor of 
me his prisoner, 2 Tim. i. 8. Yet for love's sake I rather 
beseech [thee,] being such an one as Paul the aged, and 
now also a prisoner of Jesus Christ, Philemon 9. 
* For if I do this thing willingly, I have a reward : but 
if against my will, a dispensation [of the Gospel] is 
committed unto me, 1 Cor. ix. 17. In hope of eternal life^ 
which God, that cannot lie, promised before the world 
began ; But hath in due times manifested bis word through 
preaching, which is committed unto me according to the 
commandment of God our Saviour. Titus i. 2, 3. Let 
a man so account of us, as of the ministers of Christ, 
and stewards of the mysteries of God, 1. Cor. iv. 1. 
Whereof 1 am made a minister, according to the dispensa^ 
tion of God which is given to me for you, to fulfil 
the Word of God. Coloss. i. 25. But the Lord said 
unto him, Go thy way: for he is a chosen vessel unto 
me, to bear my name before the GentileSy and kings, 
and the children of Israel. Acts ix. 15. As they 
ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul for the work whereunto 
/ have called them. Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, 
and said. It was necessary that the word of God should 
first have been spoken to you : but seeing ye put it from 
you, and judge yourselves unworthy of everlasting life, 
lo, we turn to the Gentiles, Acts xiii. 2, 46. And he 
said unto me. Depart: for I will send thee far hence unto 
the Gentiles, Acts xxii. 21. Delivering thee from the 
people, and [from] the Gentiles, unto whom now I send 
thee. To open their eyes, [and] to turn [them] from dark- 
ness to light, and [from] the power of Satan unto God. 
Acts xxvi. 17, 18. By whom we have received grace and 
apostleship, for obedience to the faith among all nations 
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2 * How that by reve- 
lation he made known 
unto me the mystery; 



^ As I wrote afore in 
few words;

for his name. For I speak to you Gentiles, inasmuch as I 
am the apostle of the Gentiles, I maf^uify mine office. Rom. 
i. 6y xi. 13. I have written the more holdly unto you in some 
sort^as patting you in mind, because of the grace (hat is given 
me of God, That I should be the minister of Jesus Christ to 
the Gentiles, ministering the Gospel of God. Rom. xv. 15, 
16. (For he that wrought effectually in Peter to the 
apostleship of the circumcision, the same was mighty in 
me toward the Gentiles :) And when James, Cephas, and 
John, who seemed to be pillars, perceived the grace that 
was given unto me, they gave to me and Barnabas the 
right hand of fellowship ; that we [should go] unto the 
heathen, and they unto the circumcision.

Therefore is the kingdom 
of heaven likened unto a certain king, which would take 
account of liis servants. And when he had begun to reckon, 
one was brought unto him, which owed him ten thousand 
talents. But forasmuch as he had not to pay, his Lord 
commanded him to be sold, and his wife, and children, and 
all that he had, and payment to be made. The servant 
therefore fell down, and worshipped him, saying, Lord, 
have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. Then the 
lord of that servant was moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the debt. But the same servant 
went out, and found one of his fellowservants , which owed 
him an hundred pence: and he laid hands on him, and took 
[him] by the throat, saying, Pay me that thou owest. And 
his fellowservant fell dowti at his feet, and besought him, 
saying, Huve patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
And he would not: but went and cast him into prison, till 
he should pay the debt. So when his fellowservants saw 
what was dohe, they were very sorry, and came and told unto 
their lord all that was done. Then his lord, after that he 
had called him, said unto him, O thou wicked servant, I 
forgave thee aU that debt, because thou desiredst me: 
Shouldest not thou also have had compassion on thy fellow- 
servant, even as I had pity on thee ? And his lord was 
wroth, and delivered him to the tormentors, till he should

And you, that 
were sometime alienated and enemies in [yoar] mind by 
wicked works, yet now hath he reconciled In the body of 
his flesh through death. Coloss. i. 19 — 22. Wherefore, 
when he cometh into the world, he saith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared 
me : In burnt-offerings and [sacrifices] for sin thou hast 
had no plecbsure : Then said I, Zro, I come (in the volume 
of the book it is written of me) to do thy willy O God, 
Above, when he said. Sacrifice and offering and burnt- 
offerings and [offering] for sin thou wouldest not, seither 
hadst pleasure [therein ;] which are offered by the law ; 
Then said he, Lo I come to do thy will, O God. He 
taketh away the first that he may establish the second. 
By the which will we are sanctified, through the offering 
of the body of Jesus Christ once [for all.] Heb. x. 5 — 10. 
^ There shall be no whore of the daughters of Israel, nor a 
sodomite of the sons of Israel. Deut. xxiii. 17. But that 
we write unto them, that they abstain from pollution of 
idols, and [from] fornication. Acts xv. 20. Let us walk 
honestly, as in the day ; not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chambering and wantonness, Rom* xiii. 13. But 
now 1 have written unto you not to keep company, if any 
man that is called a brother be b. fornicator y or covetous, 
or an idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an extortioner;

For this is the will of God, [even] your sanc- 
tification, that ye should abstain from fornication : That 
every one of you should know how to possess his vessel in 
sanctification and honour, 1 Thess. iv. 3, 4. Looking 
diligently, lest any man fail of the grace of God ; test any 
root of bitterness springing up trouble [you,] and thereby 
many be defiled ; Lest there [be] any fornicator, Hebr.

19. Again, he said unto me. Prophesy upon these bones, 
and say unto theai, O ye dry bones, hear the word of tlte 
Lord. ' Thus saith the Lord God unto these bones. Behold, 
I will cause breath to enter into you, and ye shall live : And 
I will lay sinews upon you, and will bring up flesh upon 
you, and cover you with skin, and put breath in you, and ye 
shall live ; and ye shall know that I [am] the Lord. So X 
prophesied as I was commanded : and as I prophesied, there 
was a noise, and behold a shaking, and the bones came to- 
gether, bone to his bone. And when I beheld, lo^ the 
sinews and the flesh came up upon them, and the skin 
covered them above : but [there was] no breath in them. 
Then said he unto me. Prophesy unto the wind, prophesy.

» And in all [things] that I have said unto you, be circum- 
spect : and make no mention of the name of other gods, 
neither let it be heard out of thy mouth. Exod. xxiii. 13. 
The wisdom of the prudent [is] to understand his way. 
Prov. xiv. 8. Behold I send you forth as sheep in the midst 
of wolves : be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harmless 
as doves.
